Court Meets To Set 
Marine’s Sentence 
On Lesser Counts 


PARRIS ISLAND un — S. Sgt. 
Matthew C. McKeon was cleared 


on manslaughter charges Friday 


night in the drowning of six Ma­ 


rine recruits on a night disciplin­ 


ary march April 8. 
A seven-member court-martial 
tribunal 
deliberated 
more 
than 
six hours before convicting the 
tall, 31-year-old Worcester, Mass., 
career Marine of simple negli­ 
gence 
(negligent 
homicide) 
for 
not exercising proper precautions 
when he marched Recruit Pla­ 
toon 71 into marshy Ribbon Creek. 


He also was found guilty of 
drinking 
in 
an 
enlisted 
m en’s 
barracks, 
an offense he admit­ 
ted on the stand. This charge is 
a felony 
under 
Marine 
regula­ 
tions because it violates a gen­ 
eral order. 
The court m eets today to de­ 
termine his sentence. 
McKeon was found not guilty of 
oppression of troops in taking the 
unruly platoon into the creek. 
Defense Atty. Em ile Zola Ber­ 
man of New York City responded 
to the verdict with this comment: 
‘T m not appealing anything if 
this boy is kept in the corps.’* 


The prosecutor, Maj. Charles B. 
Sevier of Jacksonville, IU., termed 
it “a fair Finding.** 
The panel received the case at 
noontime Friday on the 18th day 
of trial. 
Deliberations 
took 
six 
hours and 48 minutes before tile 
verdict was returned F r i d a y 
night. 
Both McKeon and his attractive 
brunette wife greeted the verdict 
with joy. 
“I feel good, honest to God,*’ 
McKeon told reporters moments 
after the finding was announced. 
He broke into a wide grin as 
friends rushed across the court­ 
room to congratulate him. 
Tears betrayed the strain 28- 
year-old Betty McKeon has been 
under during the trial of her hus­ 
band. She blinked them back, and 
said, “I just feel stunned,” then 
she smiled broadly. In two weeks 
she expects their third child. 
McKeon has been a Marine for 
eight years. Before that he saw 
combat duty on the aircraft car­ 
rier Essex during World War II. 
Platoon 71 was his first as a 
trainer of recruits. 
His court-martial was the most 
spectacular in 180 years of Marine 
history. 
The commandant of the corps, 
Gen. Randolph McC. Pate, four 
silver stars gleaming, testified for 
the sergeant. Pate told the court 
in his opinion McKeon should lose 
a stripe for drinking and be trans­ 
ferred for “stupidity” in leading

date for the job again, referred 
to a speech Thursday night in 
which Harriman said a policy of 
“moderation” 
would 
lead 
to

Democratic defeat in the Novem­ 
ber election. 
Harriman did not mention Ste­ 
venson by name in the speech, 
but Stevenson has advocated a 
program of moderation in imple­ 
menting the Supreme Court de­ 
cisions outlawing racial segrega­ 
tion in public schools. 
Stevenson said, “I presume Gov. 
Harriman is doing what he thinks 
best for our common cause” — 
explaining 
that 
by 
“common 
cause” he meant “the success of 
the Democratic Party.” 
Meanwhile, Gov. A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler of Kentucky stepped up 
his campaign to convince South­ 
ern Democrats that he is the logi­ 
cal man to take on President E i­ 
senhower in the fall.

Dulles Gives 
Plan To End 
Canal Crisis 


Egypt’s Interests 
Would Be Protected 
Under Proposal 


WASHINGTON un — Secy, of 
State Dulles has outlined a pos­ 
sible compromise plan for ending 
the Suez Canal dispute by placing 
the waterway under international 
operation while “fully” protecting 
Egypt’s “legitimate interests.” 
On the basis of statements made 
by D ulles in a special radio - TV 
report Friday night, t h e United 
States is relying on “moral force” 
—rather than military measures— 
and a forthcoming 24-nation con­ 
ference to work out a settlement 
of the problem posed by Egypt’s 
recent seizure of the vital water­ 
way. 
Under the plan Dulles sketched, 
Egypt would be assured of “a 
fair and reasonable income” from 
the traffic through the canal and 
apparently its ownership would be 
recognized. But Egypt would have 
to agree to operation by an in­ 
ternational agency. 
Dulles spoke to the nation from 
the White House several hours 
after returning from urgent Lon­ 
don talks on the crisis. In in­ 
troducing the secretary. President 
Eisenhower described himself as 
“vastly 
disturbed” 
by 
Egypt’s 
seizure action. It was Eisenhow­ 
er’s first formal TV appearance 
since his major operation June 9. 
While Dulles was 
in London, 
American, British and French dip­ 
lomats agreed to call the confer­ 
ence on the Suez crisis in London 
Aug. 16. 
Egypt and Russia were among 
the nations invited. It was report­ 
ed in Cairo the government of 
President Nasser would comment 
on the invitation today. The Soviet 
Union so far has not indicated 
whether it will attend.

Court Clears 
Two Of Fraud 


Ruling Given In 
West Virginia Case 


BLUEFIELD (if) — Two McDow­ 
ell County men who operated thea­ 
ters in Logan and McDowell coun­ 
ties have been cleared of any fraud 
in their dealings with eight motion 
picture companies. 
Lloyd Rogers of Welch and Man- 
nie Shore of War were defendants 
in 15 civil actions, consolidated for 
trial. Filed in 1948, the cases were 
eight years getting to a jury. A 
two-week trial ended yesterday in 
U. S. District Court here. 
Rogers and Shore, not partners, 
operated independently. Shore is 
no longer in the theater busihess. 
The companies contended Rog­ 
ers and Shore fraudulently under 
reported their receipts — by as 
much as 50 per cent — on pic­ 
tures shown in their theaters. The 
movies were exhibited, they con­ 
tended, with t h e 
understanding 
that receipts would be divided on 
a percentage basis between 
the 
theater and the distributor. 
The firms originally sought dam ­ 
ages of $454,000, later revised the 
figure down to $149,747. 
In addition to finding no fraud 
on the part of either defendant, 
the jury awarded a total of $2,- 
245 to seven of the eight compan­ 
ies for “coal store tickets” — 
those handled for theaters by in­ 
dustrial stores in mining commun­ 
ities. 
The a w a r d was made only 
against Rogers, who conceded he 
did not say anything a b o u t the 
tickets to any firm but Loew’s Inc. 
The other seven are Columbia 
Pictures Corp., Paramount P i c- 
tures Inc., RKO Radio 
Pictures 
Inc., Twentieth C e n t u r y - Fox 
Corp., United Artists Corp., Uni- 
versial Film Exchanges Inc., and 
Warner Brothers Pictures Distrib­ 
uting Corp.

JAMES ABRAM GARFIELD 


Bom in a log cabin on a farm at Orange, Ohio, 
November 19,1831. Fatherless at 2, he worked his 
way from the age of IO. He helped his mother, drove 
mules, and, as school janitor and later a teacher, 
earned tuition for academies and college. Graduated 
from Williams College, 1856. Boyhood ambition was 
to be a sailor. 
At 27, he was Principal of Hiram College and a 
preacher in his church. Within two years, a member 
of Ohio senate and admitted to the bar. A lieutenant 
colonel at the start of the Civil War, he was promoted 
to major general after the battle of Chickamauga. 
He resigned from the army in 1863 to assume elected 
office to Congress, where he served 17 years and was 
recognized as leader of his party. In 1880 he was 
elected U. S. Senator, and also nominated for the 
Presidency at the stormy Republican convention. 
With financial and business interests cooperating in 
the biggest campaign fund in history, up to that 
time, he was elected. 


The “front porch’* campaign method was intro­ 
duced for the first time and crowds came to his 
home at Mentor, Ohio. He was an effective speaker, 
a lover of poetry, a constant student of literature. 
Inaugurated twentieth President of the United 
States March 4,1881, he was the first to step directly 
from the Capitol to the White House. The opening 
months of his administration involved problems of 
dividing the “spoils” between the party’s two rival 
factions: “Stalwarts” and “Half Breeds.” A member 
of the latter, he incited fury among the Stalwarts 
by his official appointments that led to the resigna­ 
tion from the Senate of their chief and his colleague. 
This caused intense factional conflict. Seeking relief 
when the fight was bitterest, he was shot in the 
back—as he entered the railway station in Washing­ 
ton—by a disappointed office-seeker. Lingering in 
agony through the hot summer at Elberton, New 
Jersey, he died September 19, 1881, aged only 49, 
a martyr to the need of Civil Service reform.

Lias Beaten 
On Tax Again 


Owes $2 Million, 
Penalties, Court Says 


RICHMOND, Va. <F» — A find­ 
ing that William G. Lias of Wheel­ 
ing, W. Va., and his wife o w e 
slightly more than two million dol­ 
lars in back income taxes and pen­ 
alties was upheld Friday by the 
U. S. 4th Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The decision affirmed findings of 
the U. S. Tax court as to taxes for 
the years 1942-48 in the case of Lias 
and 1947-48 in the case of his wife 
Alice. 
Chief among Li a s * businesses 
has been the Wheeling Downs race 
track.

The appellate court said: 
“The circumstance under which 
the omissions of net income art 
shown to have occurred are amply 
sufficient to support the fraud pen­ 
alties. Fraud having been estab­ 
lished, the statute of limitations 
does not apply.” 
Lias’ attorneys had 
contended 
that the Tax Court erred in hold­ 
ing that the statute of limitations 
did not bar deficiencies for 1942, 
1943 and 1944. 
It was argued also by L i a s ’ 
counsel that the Tax Court should 
not have approved use of a “net 
worth computation” upon a family 
group to determine an individu­ 
al's not income. 
The Court of Appeals conceded 
that the “consolidated family net 
worth technique” perhaps had n o t 
been used previously, but s a i d 
“no substantial injury results to 
the petitioner.”

Robert H. Mollohan, y o u n g 
member of Congress from t h i s 
(1st) district and the party nomi­ 
nee for governor, got a rousing 
reception last night in the Carroll 
Club auditorium. 
Harriman, who remains as one 
of the two principal contenders for 
the Democrats’ presidential nomi­ 
nation two weeks from n o w in 
Chicago, speaks at a banquet to­ 
night in the Pine Room of Ogle- 
bay Park. 
The New Yorker and his entour­ 
age will be met at Pittsburgh by a 
welcoming delegation and driven 
into the city. A news conference 
was scheduled during the a f t e r - 
noon. 
The young Democrats ran t h e 
gamut of governmental affairs — 
from TVA to a vote for residents 
of the District of Columbia — in 
last night’s resoluting. 
The resolutions committee took 
an alarmist’s look at the trend to­ 
ward merging of major corporate 
enterprises. The resolution on this 
subject said: 
“There is an alarming trend to­ 
ward the concentration of control 
of major segments of our economy 
in the hands of a few gigantic in­ 
dustrial and financial concerns. 
“We favor a relentless investi­ 
gation of monopoly and the grant­ 
ing of special privileges as has 
been conducted by the Democratic 
Congress. 


“We favor provisions and legis­ 
lation having to do w i t h 20th 
century scientific development so 
as to insure competition and small 
business participation.”

Chronic Farm Problem 
A report from Nebraska says farm-revolt talk 
is fading away, thanks to some rainfall and 
an improvement in the price of corn. 
Necks no longer turn red automatically at 
the mention of Agriculture Secretary Benson’s 
name. There are fewer political bird 
dogs 
coursing back and forth over the pivotal farm 
states sniffing for evidence that farmers are 
going to do this, that, or the other when they 
go to the polls. 
Beef and pork prices are improving. The 
sign-up for the soil program is evidence that the 
Eisenhower administration hit on a popular idea. 
All this adds up to a conclusion that the 
farm problem has returned 
to 
its 
chronic 
status and has ceased to be acute. 
There are really two farm problems. 
The chronic problem is how to keep the 
farm population in economic balance with the 
industrial population. The acute problem is 
how to keep farmers from being exploited by 
politicans who blame everything farmers do 
not like on the government. 
This is a problem in self-government It is 
not restricted to the farm minority, although 
it is more serious there than in other minor­ 
ities because farm voters are preponderant in 
half a dozen states which hold the balance 
of power in national elections. 
The Eisenhower administration did not make 
it rain in Nebraska this summer any more than 
it caused too much rain in Ohio. The further 
fact is that opponents of the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration could not have made it rain either.

Since James Madison, no Presi­ 
dent lived to be Mr. Hoover’s age, 
and few of 4hem were as young in 
! spirit or as energetic as he is at 
whatever age. There must be an 
advantage in being a Quaker or 
perhaps in so living that one can 
sleep peacefully at right or even 
for an hour or so during the day, 
which the current crop of doctors 
recommend as a complement to 
taking tranquilizers. 


BECAUSE HERBERT HOOVER 
has lived so long, ne has had the 
advantage of watching a public 
opinion turn from execration to ad­ 
miration. 
I can recall when men whose 
careers had been built by Herbert 
Hoover turned from him lest their 
careers might be damaged by guilt 
by association. 
Herbert Hoover 
took such ingratitude and coward­ 
ice in his stride, recognizing the 
weaknesses and foibles of human 
nature and receiving callers who 
had betrayed his friendship with­ 
out complaint. It was the way he 
was brought up. 
The admiration of the people 
which came to Herbert Hoover 
late in life was undoubtedly a pro­ 
duct of his constant usefulness. He 
neither sulked nor retired but de­ 
voted himself to whatever work 
came to hand always reserving an 
old man’s right to tell the truth 
to an errant and opportunistic gen­ 
eration. He probably devotes him­ 
self so much ty Boys’ Clubs be­ 
cause he is an eternal optimist. 


THERE CAN BE no question 
but that ex-President Hoover was 
often disappointed by the vagaries 
of the Republican party. He had 
favored 
Robert 
A. 
Taft 
over 
Thomas E. Dewey and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. His preferences had 
nothing to do with personal friend- 


j ship or associations; it was rather 
; that he believed that the Republi- 
1 can party’s role was that of a con­ 
servator of traditional American 
ways and he felt that those who 
compromised too ardently would 
be pulled too rapidly toward the 
New Deal Left. 
He did not believe in the New 
> Deal as a way of life, in the po­ 
litical opportunism which it de­ 
veloped or in the kinds of person­ 
alities who emerged into active po­ 
litical life because of its attrac­ 
tions. Nevertheless when Harry 
Truman requested his services, he 
gave of his time and energy un­ 
stintingly even when old age was 
taking its toll of illnesses. 
His spirit of adventure and serv­ 
ice strengthened him and when 
last I saw Herbert Hoover some 
weeks ago, he was in a wonderful­ 
ly youngish mood, physically well, 
smoking his pipe and commenting 
on the curious era in which we 
live. 


IT GIVES one great courage to 
know that his voice is still heard 
in the councils of the nation. 
I call attention to his 82nd birth­ 
day because some of the best 
minds in our country are men who 
have passed three score and ten 
and who have not retired from ac­ 
tivity and probably never will un­ 
til they die. 
There is Bernard 
Baruch who will be 86 on August 
19. and is still laboring to bring 
some system and sanity into demo­ 
cratic 
administration.

is 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, now 76, 
who is quietly and unostentatious­ 
ly utilizing his years for his coun­ 
try’s advantage. 
I was talking on the telephone 
recently with Karl Von Wiegand, 
82. n e w s p a p e r correspondent, 
whose prognostications as to what 
is likely to happen in Europe have 
been correct these past 40 years 
to my certain knowledge. Many a 
so-called by-line youngster might 
learn something of historic objec­ 
tivity from Von Wiegand.

“BUT THIS IS a decision that 
the American people are going to 
have to face. I am flattered by 
what you tell me about my friends 
and neighbors at Gettysburg, but 
I have made up my mind this is 
the thing I should try. and we 
will see what the American people 
have to say about it.” 
The foregoing is a masterful 
statement of a soldier’s point of 
view. His life is dedicated to serv­ 
ice. As long as he can be helpful 
to his country, he keeps on taking 
risks. It is for the greater author­ 
ity—the people—to say whether 
he shall or shall not have the op­ 
portunity for further service. 
Members of the Cabinet who 
have talked intimately with Mr. 
Eisenhower about his philosophy 
say the principal reason for his 
desire to serve on is a belief that 
he can do something constructive 
toward world peace. He is con­ 
vinced that this is a critical time 
in world affairs and that as a 
soldier he must not think of risks 
to himself but of the cause that 
can be of the largest benefit to 
mankind. 
The President’s comments, more­ 
over, disclose something else—he 
has not been forced into a decision 
by the politicians. He wants to run 
because he thinks he can be useful 
to his country. 


NOTHING COULD BE more de­ 
pressing than to read of the bad 
taste of two British newspapers in 
recent weeks. Under date of July 
24, a news wire service reported 
that the “London News-Chronicle"

If 
it does, we who like him—and all 
Americans—will curse the Repub­ 
lican party. If Ike is President 
again, it's a near certainty that 
his stablemate, the unspeakable 
Richard Nixon, will finish off his 


term. The truth is that Ike is in 
no state to run again as Presi­ 
dent.” 
To understand the foregoing, it 
is necessary to note that these 
British papers reflect a fear that 
a conservative Republican regime 
in Washington will not be as gen­ 
erous as the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration in providing foreign-a i d 
funds—and Mr. Nixon is supposed 
to be on the non-giving side.

favorite in Europe. 


THE BRITISH newspapers in 
question might well have taken to 
heart what a weekly periodical, 
the "London Economist,” of July 
21 
reported 
from 
Washington: 
“Mr. Eisenhower’s first reason is 
the same as that which kept Sir 
Winston Churchill so long in of­ 
fice. It is the sincere conviction 
that because he provides a per­ 
sonal link with the wartime spirit, 
he can, if given time, make some 
great stroke for peace.” 
One wonders why these same 
British newspapers, which were so 
considerate in the case of Sir Win­ 


ston 
Churchill's 
illness, 
cannot 
give equal courtesy to the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. From 
June 27, 1953, when the P r i m e 
Minister 
suffered 
a 
paralytic 
stroke, until he himself announced 
that fact on March 2 1955, in the 
House of Commons after he had 
convalesced, 
the 
British 
press 
printed nothing about it—a period 
of more than a year and a half. 


THE ILLNESS. Mr. Churchill re­ 
vealed, had interfered with a trip 
he had intended to make to Wash­ 
ington after Stalin’s death and he 
had to suspend much of his of­ 
ficial activity. 
What Mr. Eisenhower said this 
week ought to be published widely 
in Britain — for he isn’t being 
“hounded” by anybody. He him­ 
self wants to run. He is apprecia­ 
tive of the chance to serve his 
Country—and he knows his own 
mind. It’s the same mind which 
commanded the large Allied force 
that helped to save England in the 
last war and one that deserves 
better treatment from those news­ 
papers in Britain. 


Religion In And On The Job 
Effective Witnessing 


By Eugene Carr 


We usually think of a witness 
as someone who appears in court 
and testifies in a law suit. Yet, 
the term — witness — has a much 
broader meaning when applied to 
our over-all lives, the faith we 
profess in a Supreme Being and 
the laws for mankind as found in 
the Bible. 
The witness in a court case 
swears to tell the truth. He calls 
upon the help of God to assist him 
in honestly and forthrightly relat­ 
ing what ire knows about the case 
from personal knowledge and ex­ 
perience. He does not rely on hear­ 
say or rumor. A good witness is a 
willing witness, one who is anx­ 
ious to assist the court in carry­ 
ing out an orderly process of law. 
His primary aim should be the es­ 
tablishment of justice. 
In another sense — a very real 
sense — each of us is a witness 
to what we know and believe, what 
our 
personal 
experiences 
have 
been, in the cultivation and appli 
cation of a religious faith. Every 
word and deed bears witness to 
what we are, the principles that 
guide us, the beliefs wfe adhere to 
in everyday living. Each incident 
in our lives is a “case on trial ' 
in which right and wrong are be­ 
ing tested. It is our duty, as cit­ 
izens of faith, to come forward on 
the side of right, and, thereby, 
add to the sum total of justice in 
the world. 
Here, again, as in a court pro­ 
ceeding, we are not to rely on 
hearsay and rumor 
What the 
world wants and needs from men 
and women of religious faith is 
not what has happened to some­ 
one else, but their own personal 
experiences. 
We often hear about the other 
fellow, what a fine man he is. 
what he is doing for his church, 
his success in bringing up his fam­ 
ily 
in 
a 
religious 
atmosphere, 
what he is doing to advance the 
cause of good in the community. 
But, what has happened in our 
own lives as a result of following 
"the rules of the game”? That’s 
what really counts when we “take 
the witness stand.” 
Most of us. at sometime in 
life, have taken an oath — have 
sworn, so to speak — to live up 
to our belief in God and do all 
within our power to broaden the 
effect of His influence. One of the 
basic responsibilities in such a 
commitment is to be a ready and 
willing witness to the value of liv­ 
ing a life as we know it should be 


lived. If we fail to do this, we 
fail as a witness. 
It is characteristic of human na­ 
ture to pass on to others informa­ 
tion and suggestions we know will 
be helpful to them. We do it 
every day in many ways. But we 
cannot hope to set an effective ex­ 
ample for others to follow if wo 
confine our witnessing to material 
and temporal things o n l y , and 
leave the spiritual 
forces that 
have meant so much to us out of 
our testimony. 
A good witness presents all the 
evidence at his command in the 
interest of bringing the case to a 
fair and just conclusion. 


Lots Of Strontium 
WASHINGTON 
The most dangerous product of 
atom and hydrogen bomb explo­ 
sions — radioactive strontium—is 
now found in U.S. soil in quanti­ 
ties three times greater than in 
parts of the world not subject to 
radioactive fallout. 
Dr. Willard F. Libby, member 
oT the Atomic Energy 
Commis­ 
sion. disclosed this in a report re­ 
cently published by the Americn 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 
He insists,-however, that an ex­ 
tensive study of this hazard shows 
no real threat to human health. 
“Still,” he 
reports, 
“although 
the main part of radioactivity dis­ 
sipates in the stratosphere, 
the 
small but significant 
part that 
falls out within a few 
hundred 
miles of the explosion site consti- 
tues a real hazard.” 
Radioactive strontium has been 
recognized for some time as the 
worst villain of the exploding iso­ 
tope world. It is similar to calcium, 
a major element of the body 
The radioactive isotope, strontium 
90, goes especially into bone for­ 
mation. It has a long-lived activi­ 
ty of about 40 years. Thus, any 
which gets into the bones during 
the period of growth stays th ere - 
shooting out its deadly radiation 
—for at least half the 
average 
lifetime. There is no question that 
it would cause serious, often fatal, 
bone tumors if any great amount 
got into the body 
"Since radiostrontium is assimi­ 
lated in the bones it constitutes 
no genetic hazard; its radiation 
does not reach the reproductive 
organs,” Dr. Libby says. 
Strontium is a major element 
of fission fragments—about four 
or five per cent.*1

its tax valuation by $10,110,453 to 
a total of $110,093,076 for 1956, Miss 
Helen Cuppy of the tax assessor’s 
office at New Cumberland 
an­ 
nounced. 
This is $3 million more than last 
year’s increase on the valuation of 
real estate, personal property and 
public utility properties. 
All were increased with the ex­ 
ception of Class III, which showed 
a decrease of $97,250. 
Approximately 80 per cent of the 
total boost was made up by an $8 
million increase in Weirton Steel 
Co. valuation, which is $57,783,050 
in all classes. 
Real estate valuation was set at 
$70,956,095, up $2,550,400; personal

APOLLO. Pa. — Policeman Gust 
Zanos was slashed on the r i g h t ] 
hand Friday as he helped to cap­ 
ture an ex-convict sought by 
a 
posse of 200 for molesting a 9-year- 
old girl. 
Zanos, who still is 
undergoing 
medical treatm ent for a b u l l e t 
wound in the head sustained in a 
gun battle with a teen-age murder 
er last December, had 
directed 
the five-hour search for the sus­ 
pect. 
A mob g a t h e r e d at the Apol­ 
lo lockup and threatened the sus­ 
pect, John Hilty, 53, immediately 
after his arrest and he was trans­ 
ferred to the Armstrong 
County 
jail in Kittanning to prevent vio­ 
lence. 
Hilty, who lived in a “Tobacco 
Road” shanty on the outskirts of 
Apollo, was held on open charges 
pending further investigation. Po­ 
lice said he had been arrested pre­ 
viously for theft. 
The 9-year-old girl, whom Hilty 
had lured away from a firemen’s 
carnival on the promise that he 
would give her some “bunnies,” 
was examined by a physician. He 
said she had not been attacked, but 
the girl told police Hilty had forced 
her to perform an indecent act. 
The girl 
and her 
20-year-old 
brother had attended the carnival 
in Apollo together. The brother re­ 
turned home at 1:30 a. rn., figur­ 
ing his sister had returned before 
him. 
At 1:45 a. rn., the youth informed 
Zanos his sister was missing. Za­ 
nos called Apollo Fire Chief Gus 
Shaffer, who sounded the alarm 
summoning firemen. A posse of 
some 200 firemen and citizens was 
formed and the search got under 
way at 2:15 a. rn. 
A tip that a man and little girl 
had been seen on a lane near a 
wooded section sent Zanos and four 
other men to Hilty’s shanty at 7:25 
a. rn. 
7 When Hilty came outside, in an­ 
swer to Zanos’ call, the policeman 
lunged at him. Hilty pulled a knife 
from his belt and slashed Zanos’ 
hand, the officer said. 
“ I grappled with him and wrest­ 
led him to the ground. My gun 
came out of the holster and Jack 
Gibbons grabbed it. just as Hilty 
dived for it,” said Zanos. 
Zanos. Police Chief Roy Bence 
of Kiski Township, Gibbons a n d 
two other policemen. Carl McCain 
and Jam es Fulton, then subdued 
Hilty. 
In the shanty, Zanos said, they 
found a loaded .38 calibre revolver 
and a blackjack. 
Fulton then saw a ramshackle 
automobile in the woods. Investi­ 
gating, he found the girl asleep 
under a jacket and blanket.

Gov. Knight 
Snubs Nixon 


Stands Alone Among 
Top California GOP 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. W - Gov. 
Goodwin 
K n i g h t stood 
alone 
among California Republican lead­ 
ers today in refusing to extend 
pre-convention support to the re­ 
nomination of Vice President Nix­ 
on, a fellow Californian. 
S e n . William F. Knowland (R- 
Calif) left Knight somewhat strand­ 
ed by throwing his powerful weight 
behind Nixon, who is slated to be 
endorsed anew by the GOP State 
Central Committee tomorrow. 
Knowland spoke 
up vigorously 
in behalf of his former S e n a t e 
colleague yesterday after directors 
of the California Republican As­ 
sembly (CRA), the party’s cam­ 
paign organization, 
unanimously 
urged the state’s 70 delegates to 
t h e Republican National Conven­ 
tion to “give all-out support to the 
fcisenhower-Nixon ticket.” 
The governor, advised of Know- 
land’s action, declined to b u d g e 
beyond his familiar line: he will 
support whomever President 
Ei­ 
senhower picks as his running 
mate. 
Knight gave no reason for his 
coolness toward Nixon. Some as­ 
sociates have tried to boom him 
for vice president. 
The CRA s t a t e convention in 
March swung warmly behind Nix­ 
on. Sponsors made it clear the new 
resolution was intended to show up 
Harold Stassen’s dump-Nixon drive 
as a dud among California Repub­ 
licans. 
The GOP state convention today 
concentrated on adoption of a state 
platform. 
Knowland, w h o helped Knight 
overcome a bid by N i x o n ele­ 
ments for party control two years 
ago, appeared to have thrown the 
governor off-balance for any at­ 
tempt to bleck the home s t a t e 
backing for Nixon. 
Still unsettled was the question 
whether Knight would get his fre­ 
quently-expressed wish to h e a d 
the state’s/ delegation to the San 
Francisco convention Aug. 20. 
Knowland told newsmen he “has 
no objections” to Knight for t h e 
chairmanship, but said that w a s 
something yet to be worked out 
by himself, Knight and Nixon.

Bill Proposed 


Council To (Jet New 
Impound Proposal 


Legislation granting the police 
department wider authority to im­ 
pound autos will be studied by City 
Council at its meeting Monday 
night. 
It will replace a current ordi­ 
nance that gives police only three 
classes of cars that can be towed 
away. 
The new legislation authorizes 
the department to remove any car 
left unattended for longer than 24 
hours in a torn down or stripped 
condition; any car left unattended 
48 hours on a street or alley, and 
any car parked so as to block 
the normal entrance and exit from 
a private driveway or garage or 
within IO feet of a fire hydrant. 
Under the ordinance, police also 
could tow in cars left unattended 
within 20 feet of the entrance to 
any fire station or on the side of 
the street opposite the fire station 
and within 75 feet of the entrance 
when properly posted. 
The present law restricts the de­ 
partment to removing cars unat 
tended on a bridge; any disabled 
vehicle which obstructs traffic and 
the operator is, because of phys­ 
ical injury, incapacitated, and cars 
that are parked illegally and con­ 
stitute a definite hazard to normal 
traffic. 
The same provisions will be in­ 
corporated into the new ordinance. 
Council also will consider an 
ordinance appropriating $2,300 to 
pay special school police from the 
opening of school Sept. 5 until the 
Christmas vacation.

Ohio Seen Able 
To Build Schools 
Without U.S. Aid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UR—John A. 
Skipton, director of the Legisla­ 
tive 
Service 
Commission, 
says 
Ohio schools could finance their 
construction needs without federal 
aid. 
He made the assertion Friday at 
a hearing of a legislative study 
committee, a branch of the com­ 
mission 
which 
is 
looking 
into 
school finances in advance of the 
legislative session next January. 
“If each county would do its 
share to equalize funds for school 
construction 
within 
the 
county, 
then state money could go to 
equalize funds among counties,” 
Skipton declared. 
He explained that school dis 
tricts with low tax valuations usu­ 
ally are the ones seeking state aid 
for school construction. 
Asked if any method other than 
school district consolidation was 
available to meet the problem, 
Skipton suggested distribution of 
school construction aid on a county- 
wide basis. He said that would be 
similar to the present method of 
distributing state funds to local 
governments.

Russia’s Pledge 
Of Egypt Dam Aid 
Called Worthless 


WASHINGTON tffV—The Russian 
promise to help Egypt build the 
Aswan Dam “has been disclosed 
to be worthless,’* Sen. Bender (R-

Bender said the decision of the
